NEW YORK, March 15.—(#)—One 
of the most brilliant recoveries in se- 
curity prices in the history 
New York Stock Exchange today at- 
tested the sweeping restoration of 
financial confidence which has swept 
the country with the reopening of 
thousands of sound banks. 

Shares surged up $2 to $16 
scores of favorite issues, and, as meas- 
ured by price averages, the percentage 
gain over the final level of March 3, 
when the market closed for its first 


important shutdown in 19 years, was 
more than 16 per cent, a single days 
upsurge for which records of many 
years show no parallel. 

Bond Prices Soar. _ 

The advance in bonds was just as 
striking. Many issues were swept up 
$10 to more than $50 .per bond of 
‘$1,000 par value, and even several of 
the United States government issues, 
which normally move so narrowly 


in 


a point, shot up as muck as $10 to 
$30 per $1,000 bond. The Standard 
Statistics price average of 60 domes- 
tic corporate issues, tabulated since 
1926, registered the sharpest advance 
in its history.

REOPEN IN NATION 


Business Speeds “Along 
Nearer Normalcy Under 
Firm Guidance. 


By the Associated Press. 

The nation’s banking business sped 
along the return path to normalcy 
yesterday under the authorization of 
federal and state officials. 

Throughout the day governors of 
the 12 federal reserve districts an- 
nounced additions to the list of mem- 
ber banks sanctioned to reopen under 
President Roosevelt's progressive plan 
and state authorities worked feverish- 
ly issuing licenses for non-member in- 
stitutions to transact normal busi- 
ness or operate under restrictions, 

The speedy reopening of banks gave 


all states almost normal facilities. In 
the tenth federal reserve district less

than 100 ‘of the 769 member banks 
remained closed. The number of mem- 
ber banks reopened in the ninth dis- 
trict rose to 446. 

Coincident with resumption of oper- 
ations of federal banks, banking super- 
visors of all states were authorizing 
either unrestricted or limited trans- 
actions by state banks. 

Discovery that senate-approved leg- 
islation to help state banks get new 
currency without forcing them into 
the federal reserve system had been 
kept from going to the house today 
precipitated a new row on the bank- 
ing issue in the senate. 

The bill was kept on the desk of 
the clerk of the senate at the request 
of Senator Glass, democrat, Virginia. 
the 
majority leader, who sponsored the 
measure, told the senate later that 
Secretary Woodin also had requested 
SUucu action.

Measure, With Many 
Minor Senate Changes, 
Now Goes Back to House 
for Action; Prompt Ap- 
proval Expected. 


MEASURE PASSES 
BY 62-TO-13 VOTE 


Rolls of Spanish-Ameri- 
can Vets Over 62 Years 
of Age Barred.

WASHINGTON, March 15.—(4)— 
After three days and two nights of 
furious debate, the senate tonight 
gave overwhelming approval of the 
bill granting President Roosevelt 
power to reduce veterans’ benefits and 
federal pay to the extent of half a bil- 
lion dollars. 

The vote—62 to 138—sent the Dill 
back to the house for action on a 
host of senate amendments. Most of 
them were unimportant and none 
would curtail sharply the sweeping 
economies proposed to cut down the 
big federal deficit. 

f the changes made are acceptable 
to Mr. Roosevelt, the house wil! con- 
eur. If not, the measure must go to 


' conference. 


Even in that event, however, party 
leaders were confident the bill would 
be in the chief executive's hands by 
temorrow night. 

The house passed the bill last Sat- 
urday by 266 to 138. 

Chairman Harrison, of the senate 
finance committee, who steered the 
measure through the senate, predict- 
ed no trouble in getting an agreement 
with the house over the changes, even 
though it might go to conference, 

. Total Saving Upheld. 

Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
democratic leader, estimated the sen- 
ate amendments would cut the pro- 
posed savings at a maximum by $10.- 
000,000, but this still kept the esti- 
mate of the total economies around 
the $500.000,000 mark. 

Only four democrats and nine re- 
publieans voted against the measure 
on the final roll call. - 

Forty-three democrats and 19 re- 
publicans answered “aye.” 

One senator, Hayden, democrat, 
Arizona, asked to be excused from 
voting “because of pledges I made tu 
my constituents.”

The bill grants sweeping and un- 
usual powers to the president to re- 


.vise all pensions and compensations 


accruing to veterans of all wars, ex- 
cept the Civil War, and their de- 
pendents. 

Pensions of Civil War veterans 
would be cut a flat 10 per cent for

The measure also empowers the ex- 
ecutive to slash the pay of federal.

THE SCHOOL INVESTIGATION. 
In authorizing a survey of the 
school system by a committee of 
its own members, the school board 
puts itself in the position of in- 
vestigating itself. 3 

Such an investigation is seldom 
satisfactory, and it would have been 
better had the board welcomed, as 
it should have, an impartial survey 
by the city’s economy expert. 

All that the expert survey or- 
dered by Mayor Key was intended 
to do was to ascertain whether there 
is any waste and extravagance in 
the system that can be eliminated. 
Similar surveys of other depart- 
ments of the municipal government 
have resulied in recommendations 
which have effected material sav- 
ings to the taxpayers. | 

It is up to the board whether 
or not such recommendations would 
be put into effect. The proposed 
survey was merely for the informa- 
tion of the board, and of the pub- 
lic, and the attitude adopted by the 
board can be interpreted only as an 
effort to conceal facts which the 
public has a right to demand. 

The best way to put an end to 
the constant friction over the polli- 
cies of the schools is through the 
ascertainment of the truth or falsity 
of the charges that the system is 
not being run in as economical a 
manner as the other departments of 
the city.

A SIGNIFICANT EXCEPTION. 

With prices generally on the up- 
grade during the early trading on 
the reopened stock markets in New 
York, the stocks of the banks of 
New York showed losses, with a 
single, significant exception.

RAT HOLE FOUND, NOT STOPPED. 
The house yesterday by a vote 
of 127 to 62 failed to adopt im- 
peachment resolutions against Com- 
missioner of Agriculture Adams. 

This vote is probably justified by 
the facts developed during the in- 
vestigation, when all sorts of ir- 
regularities were revealed the 
management of the department and 
it was clearly shown that jobs were 
put on the block and sold for cash.

state. 


EUROPE TALKS WAR. 


Not even in the years immedi- 
ately preceding the outbreak of the 
World War did the storm clouds of 
national animosities and antago- 
nism hover so thickly over Europe 
as they do now. 

In every capital, with the single 
exception of London, the existence 
of national tensions has been 
brought suddenly into the open 
through the ascendency of the nazis 
to power in Germany. 

Germany and Poland are ready to 
fly at each other’s throats, France 
and Italy are at dagger-points, and 
the Balkan nations are swept with 
a war spirit aroused by differences 
among themselves. In the meantime 
Russia looms to the north, with the 
greatest armament of any nation, 
constantly on guard against an at- 
tack and a constant menace to the 
smaller countries along its border. 

France is. alarmed over the fact 
that the addition of Hitler’s nazi 


| storm troops to the German stand- 


ing army gives that country the 
largest armed forces of any nation 
save Russia, and is bitterly protest- 
ing the proposed annexation of 
Austria, now an economic protecto- 
rate of France. 


Charges that Italian spies are at 
work on French fortifications have 
made more acute the already tense 
Situation between these two coun- 
tries. 

Yugo-Slavia is armed against an 
attack by Italy on her Dalmatian 
coast, and shipments of arms from 
Italy to Hungary have been labeled 


'as an effort: of Mussolini to take a 


hand in the threatening Balkan situ- 
ation. 

England, with no quarrel with 
other nation, is nevertheless 
disturbed because of the fear that 


‘the war spirit, once unloosed, will 


again sweep over the continent. 

In all of which there is an out- 
standing moral for the United 
States. We must exercise every 
care that we not be drawn into the 


whirlpool’ of. racial animosities and | 
| jealousies 


existing among other 
peoples. 

We are now paying the price for 
having become involved in the last 
European contest, and our only wise 
course is to avoid in future any en- 
tanglements which would again 
thrust us into a similar situation 


in Europe, Asia or anywhere else.

Lord Lytton 


Interviewed. 


Lord Lytton, the man who stood 
at the head of the commission of in- 
quiry which investigated the situa- 
tion in Manchuria on behalf of the 
League of Nations and whose report 
when accepted by the League caused 
Japan to withdraw from that body, 
was seen for a moment as he passed 
through Paris. 

“If Japan continues its conquest of 
the province of Jehol, contrary to the 
will of the League, what sanctions 
will the League take. or are there no 
sanctions?’ we asked him. 

“There is no question of the mem- 
bers of the League taking joint mil- 
itary action,’ Lord Lytton replied 
“A war to prevent war is not a good 
expedient. But there are other sanc- 
tions which the League of Nations 
can take. I do not mean a blockade 
of Japanese ports. That would be 
intensely cruel to the Japanese popu- 
lation, which is innocent and which 
should not be made to suffer for the 
errog of its government. What we 
can do is place an embargu on the 
gale of armament to the Tokyo gov- 
ernment. We can also refuse Japan 
every financial support and could in 
addition withdraw diplomatic repre- 
sentatives. I do not mean to say,” 
added Lord Lytton, “that the time 
has come for such action. I merely 
wish to indicate that the League is 
by no means powerless 4s some woulil 
imagine. Japan is in an unenviable 
position internationally speaking, that 
is all I can say.” 

_Militarily speaking, Japan is in a 
different position. In spite of all the 
rumors about the nearness of a finau- 
cial collapse, Japanese munition fac- 
tories are working at top-speed and 
the colossal expenditures for the mil- 
itary campaigns are forthcoming with 
a prodigality as if the Tokyo ex- 
chequer were inexhaustible. 


Anti-Religious

Paris opened its first anti-religious 
museum the other day and is soon to 
be followed by Madrid and other large 
Spanish cities with a museum each. 
Under the laws of these two countries 
there is to be absolute freedom of 
thought and consequently of anti-re- 
ligious thought as well as _ religious.

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Health Talks

INHERITED PROGRESSIVE 
DEAFNESS. 
Otosclerosis is the medical’ term 
unhappily applied to a form of deat- 
ness that seems to be hereditary in 
m.ny cases and constitutes at least 
one-fourth of all cases of deafness 

developing in youth or adult life. 

It becomes obvious when one has 
heard what the authorities have to 
say about this condition that no one 
knows much about its cause or its 
treatment. Here are a few general 
observations made by otologists who 
have seen many cases an studied 
some of them. 

The deafness develops first at the 
age of 30 or thereabouts in most 
cases, Women are more commonly 
affected than men. The history of 
other cases of progressive deafness 
in the family is noted in nearly half 
of the cases. Tinnitus (head noises) 
and some dizziness or vertigo is com- 
plained of in a third of the cases. 

There is no inflammation of the ear 
structures. The condition is purely 
a nutritional change, akin to rickets. 
Perhaps this is the reason why we 
know so little about the treatment 
of otosclerosis, From the general 
consensus of otologists who have had 
much experience with the condition 
it would seem that the less local 
treatment of the ear or adjacent 
structures the better. Of course there 
is even greater urgency to remove 
or disinfect a focus of infection if 
the examination reveals evidence of 
a septic focus, than there would be 
in the ordinary circumstances. But 
the greatest promise of benefit from 
treatment lies in efforts to improve 
the general hygiene, the patient's 
ways of life, the habits, and in pro- 
viding the most favorable factors for 
nutrition. 

Vitamin A is especially important 
for persons with otosclerosis. It is 
well worth while for any such suf- 
ferer to take a ration of cod liver oil 
for a season, to see whether it will 
not do good in one way or another— 
(lelay progress of the deafness, even 
improve the hearing, or relieve the 
distress from tinnitus or giddiness. 
For the same reason, to get more 
Vitamin <A, otosclerosis patients 
should include these items in the daily 
dietary. Raw milk, cream, butter, egg 
yolk, carrots, oranges, bananas, let- 
tice, watercress, celery leaves, radish 
tops and green onion tops. In cooked 
foods, sweet potatoes, yellow turnips, 
seuash, pumpkin, spinach, yellow 
corn. liver, kidnéy and sweetbrea:ls 
retain some Vitamin A, though pro- 
longed cooking destroys the vitamin. 

Otosclerosis victims must overcome 
all weather or air phclia and take 
advantage of every opportunity for 
outdoor lif., for the influences of the 
fresh air and sunlight, the ultra- 
violet, favors normal nutrition too. 
They should bear clearly in mind 
that their deafness or ear trouble 
is unlike the inflammatory troubles 
due to infections, and hence they can 
not be guided by the notion of such 
persons about exposure to cold or 
wet. Any and all weathers or sea- 
sons are tonic, and that is what the 
otosclerosis victim needs. 

I have just a hunch. perhaps noth- 
Ling to it, that a suitable iodin ration 
is especially good for one with otoscle- 
rosis, and I believe it will do no 
one any harm in any case—send a 
stamped envelope bearing your ad- 
dress and ask for instructions for 
taking the iodin ration.

Summary of Provisions 


Of Huge Economy Bill 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—()— 
Major provisions of the emergency 
economy bill giving President Roose- 
velt authority to curtail veterans’ al- 
lowances and to reduce salaries of 
government employes, follow: 

Veterans. 

It specifies that pensions may be 
received by: 

Any person disabled by disease or 
injury in the active military or naval 
service or permanently disabled in 
service during the Spanish-American 
War, the Boxer Rebellion, the Philip- 
pine Insurrection or’ the World War. 

The widow, child or children, de- 
pendent mother or father, of any per- 
son who dies of disease or injury in- 
curred in active military or naval 
seryice, 

The widow and (or) child of any 
deceased person who served in the ac- 
tive military or naval service during 
the Spanish-American War, the Box- 
er Rebellion and the Philippine In- 
surrection. 

The monthly pension for disability 
shall be from $6 to $275 and for death 
from $12 to $75, the rates now in ef- 
fect. Within these limits, the presi- 
dent is authorized to prescribe the 
rates payable to the different classes 
of veterans and their dependents. 

For persons specified in the first 
and second categories, the president is 
authorized to prescribe the minimum 
degree of disability and such higher 
degree, if any, as in his judgment 
should be recognized. He also is an- 
thorized to prescribe the rate of pen- 
sion payable for each degree of dis- 
ability. 

The president is empowered to dif- 
ferentiate among veterans who served 
in different wars, those who  per- 
formed different types of service in 
the same war, and in payments for 
disabilities and deaths resulting from 
(1) service-connected injuries or dis- 
eases incurred in war-time service; 
(2) those resulting from service-con- 
nected diseases or injuries incurred in 
peace-time service; (3) those result- 
ing from nonservice-connected dis- 
eases or injuries. 

The date of the beginning and ter- 
mination of each war (after the Civil 
War) may be fixed by the president 
for the purpose of determining the 
amount of war-time service to be al- 
lowed. He may specify the required 
number of days of war or peace-time 
service before a veteran shall be en- 
titled to a pension and issue such 
other regulations as he may deem 
equitable and just. 

The chief executive may prescribe 
that persons with certain incomes 
shall not be entitled to pensions, 

All decisions by the administrator 
of veterans’ affairs under regulations 
issued by the president are conclusive 
on all questions of law and fact and 
are not reviewable either by any other 
government official or by the courts. 

The admiristrator of veterans’ af- 
fairs is authorized to furnish domicil- 
iary care to veterans of any war suf- 
fering with permanent disabilities, and 
medical and hospital treatment for dis- 
eases or injuries incurred or aggra- 
vated in line of duty in the active 
military or naval service, 

The administrator of veterans’ af- 
fairs is authorized to administer the 
provisions of the measure, subject to 
the general directions of the president 
and in accordance with regulations is- 
sued by the chief executive. He may 
delegate this authority to subordi- 
nates, 

Claims for benefits under the meas- 
ure shall be filed with the veterans 
administration under such regulations 
as the president may approve. If a 
claim is disallowed it may not there- 
after be reopened or allowed. 

No former emergency officer may 
continue to draw retirement pay un- 
less rhe disability for which he was 
retired resulted from disease or injury 
or aggravation of a pre-existing dis- 
ease or injury which was incurred in 
line of duty between April 6, 1917, 
and November 11, 1918, the period 
of the World War, and it resulted 
directly from the performance of mili- 
tarv or naval duty. 

All laws granting medical or hos- 
pital treatment domiciliary care, com- 
pensation, pension, disability allow-

Government Employes. 

Compensation of government em- 
ployes, including military personnel, 
for the next fiscal year beginning 
July 1, and for the remainder of the 
present fiscal year shall be readjust- 
ed to conform to the cost of living, 
provided the reduction placed in ef- 
fect does not exceed 15 per cent. 

The president is authorized to de- 
termine the cost of living for the first 
six months of 1928, and to establish 
an index figure for this period to be 
used as a base. He also is to ascer- 
tain the index figure for the last six 
months of 1932 and for each six 
months thereafter. 

The percentage by which the cost 
of living index for any six-month 
veriod is lower than the index for the 

ase period is the percentage of re- 
duction applicable to government sal- 
aries, provided it not be more than 
15 per cent. 

Salaries of the vice president, speak- 
er, senators and members of the house 
are reduced a flat 15 per cent. The 
reduction is now 10 per cent. 

President Roosevelt, whose salary 
under the constitution cannot be di- 
minished while he is in office, may 
voluntarily subject himself to the law. 

The furlough provisions of the 1932 
economy act, under which government 
salaries were cut 8 1-3 per cent, are 
repealed along with the provisions sus- 
pending annual leave with pay.

Restricted Planting Idea. 

The bureau of agricultural eco- 
nomics estimated today in its report 
on intentions to plant that farmers 
intend to retire voluntarily 9,000,000 
acres, or 3 per cent of their cultivated 
area, from the production of prin- 
cipal crops this year. Reductions in 
acreages devoted to corn, wheat and 
other grains were forecast with an in- 
erease in tobacco. No estimate of 
cotton plantings was made as con- 
gress prohibited this activity by the 
builau, 

Farm organization leaders, whose 
plan consisted of a proposed enabling 
act empowering Secretary Wallace to 
select any or ull of many relief meth- 
ods, proposed to include authority to 
apply the principles of the domestic 
allotment plan to wheat, corn, cot- 
ton, tobacco and other crops, with 
provision for adjustment charges on 
processing to finance the program in 
art.

The administration is planning to 
buttress the domestic program by 
seeking a worldwide agreement for 
curtailment of wheat production.

Canada, Australia, Argentina, Rus- 
sia and the Balkans would be asked 
to join with this country in a pro- 
gram to prevent the continued piling 
up of surpluses. 

Congress Co-operates. 

The planting intentions report al- 
ready has forecast that there will be 
acreage reductions this year applying 
to corn, wheat, oats, barley, flaxseed, 
rice, potatoes, sweet potatoes and 
yams, dry beans, peanuts and cow 
peas. It predicted increases in acreage 
of grain sorghums, tobacco, soy beans, 
tame hay and spring wheat other than 
durum. 

Heeding the presidential d>sire, 
house leaders today agreed to con- 
tinue in session to await the farm and 
unemployment proposals. At the re- 
quest of the president, Secretary Wal- 
lace and drafting clerks worked late 
tonight seeking to get the new farm 
bill in form for presentation tomor- 
row.

13 Thirsty States Lick Lips 
Awaiting Beer Bill Passage 


Plenty of “Suds” in Vats, Kegs and Bottles, 
Awaiting Bibulous Americans in States 
Prepared for Beverage’s Return. 


NEW YORK, March 15.—(/)—In 
13 states public purchase of beer 
awaits only its legalization by the fed- 
eral government. 

As brewers over the nation prepared 
to spend millions of dollars and re- 


émploy thousands of men to reach ca- 
pacity production, an Associated Press 
survey showed tonight that in 24 other 
states measures are pending in legis- 
latures or await approval by gover- 
nors to legalize and regulate the sale 
of beer. 

In three of these the legislation ap- 
peared doubtful of success. 

Congress must provide for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, while the remaining 
States either retain their prohibition 
laws or defeated beer legislation. 

Orders for barrels, bottles, cases, 
caps and grain have been placed. Ad- 
ditional orders await word from 
Washington. An official of one of 
New York’s largest breweries estimat- 
_ed such orders for immediate delivery 
| would total more than $100,000,000. 

50,000 Permanent Jobs. 

With production, the survey show- 
ed, upwards of 50,000 men will be re- 
turned to permanent employment in 
breweries alone 

For new plants and renovation otf 
old ones, the expenditure of more than 
$5,000,000 is either contracted for or 
contemplated. 

The states in which the sale of beer 
awaits only the action of the federal 
government are: Missouri, New Jer- 
sey, Kentucky, Indiana, Illinois, Cali- 
fornia, Washington, Wisconsin, Mon- 
tana, Wyoming, Maryland, Delaware 
and Arizona. 

In some of these states commissions 
are drafting plans to control the sale 
or to make the laws conform to the 
federal limitations. 

In celebration of a beer bill signed 
today by Governor Guy Park, of Mis- 
souri, St. Louis brewers paraded their 
white and dappled draft horses 
through the downtown streets. In Mil- 
waukee, however, brewers said the 
horse age was passe—that 
trucks would be used for distribution. 

One Brooklyn brewery advertised 
for a week that it is taking orders for 
delivery upon legalization. Jacob Rup- 
pert, owner of the New York Yankees, 
has authorized a $100,000 newspaper 
advertising outlay for his brewery ef- 
fective as soon as beer is legal. Sim- 
ilar campaigns have been prepared in 
many cities. 

Plenty of “Suds” on Tap. 

One Los Angeles plant placed an 
order today for 21,600,000 bottles, 
Another has 52,000 barrels of 3.2 beer 
in storage. 

Few states have acted as yet upon 
beer taxation. In Ohio, a state legis- 
lature measure, recommended for pas- 
sage by committees, estimated a tax 
yield of $3,000,000 annually. 

New York city breweries have sev- 
eral hundred thousand’ gallons on 
hand ready for bottling or the kegs. 
This is not an unusually large quan- 
tity. Inasmuch as the dealcoholizing 
of beer is the last step in the making 
of the “near” beer, all breweries mar- 
keting of “near” beer keep their vats 
well filled throughout the year.

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BIZARRE MURDER 
STIRS ROGHESTER 


Weird Device Used in 
“Refined Torture” 
Strangling of Young 
Gymnast. © 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., March 15.— 
(P)}—Strangled in a strange strait- 
jacket, Erich Baumann died in agony 
before dawn today, and authorities 
tonight were baffled as to who killed 
him and why. : 

Detective Captain John P. Mac- 
Donald called it “the most brutal 


murder” in his 50 years on the force. 
Coroner’s Physician Floyd S. Wins- 
low termed it “refined torture.” 

Baumann, a 27-year-old gymnast, 
died of slow strangulation, Dr. Wins- 
low said after an autopsy, and possi- 
bly from intense pain. He had been 
dead about five hours when a cham- 
bermaid found his body, clad in shorts 
and socks, face down in his bed in the 
Y. M. C, A. dormitory. 

_The strait-jacket had been impro- 
vised from a camper’s sleeping bag 
identified as Baumann’s. Straps -and 
ropes were fastened tightly about his 
ankles, knees, thighs, chest and neck. 
Another rope with a slip knot was 
tied around his neck and attached to 
his ankles in such a way that any at- 
tempt to relax from his strained po- 
sition drew the noose tight. 

Baumann came to this country from 
Germany in 1927 and had no enemies, 
so far as had been learned. In fact, his 
friends had planned a party for to- 
night to celebrate the recent issuance 
of his final citizenship papers. 

Lacking a motive or promising 
clues, the police held his brother, Con- 
rad, 25, who works in an optical 
company and sleeps in another room 
in the same wing of the Y. M. C. A. 
They said they were “holding” the 
younger brother but declined to say 
whether he was suspected. 

In his room was found a 10-foot 
~ length of rope similar to that which 
bound the dead man. Conrad said it 
was the tie-rope of his canoe, police 
declared, but did not explain why it 
was in his room. 


Victim of Kidnapers 
Succumbs in Memphis

Miss Margaret White, 30. who was 
kidnaped in the heart of the residen- 
tial section Monday night by two men 
who shot her before throwing her from 
an automobile, died early today at a 
hospital. 
_ Miss White, a fuel company cash- 
ler, told police before her death that 
two white men forced her into an au- 
tomobile, evidently bent on robbery, 
and took her for a two-hour ride be- 
fore forcing her from the car. She 
was shot, she said, when she bit one 
of the men. 

She came to Memphis eight years 
ago from Nashville, Tenn.

Several times during the roll | 
call, when doubt was thrown on Boy- 
kin’s charges, the senator arose and 
held aloft a copy of.a report from the. 
state auditor, telling the senate: |

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“Hangman’s Noose Is Wrestling’s 
Latest Contribution to Arrt 


It was Ray Steele, the copper man, who invented the “‘hang- 
man’s noose” hold which Tuesday night at the wrestling match 
had Gino Garibaldi, the Eye-talian, gasping like a man look- 
ing at a night club check. 


Steele “hung” Jim Londos with it and almost won the. 


match and the title. 


The beauty about the hold, as shown here by that 
naive young man, Whitey Hewitt, is that the ropes do 
the work. The victim’s head is inserted between the 
crossed second and third rope. And he can’t get out. 
Not by himself. . 


There is nothing phoney about this “hold.” It required 
the strong pull of the referee, plus the push of a knee, to ex- 
tricate the fine Italian head of Gino Garibaldi from the ropes. 


A hydraulic engineer, who seemed to know some- 
thing about ropes, said the pressure about Garibaldi’s 
neck was about 200 pounds. Now that is not a great 
deal of weight, as weight goes, but it is quite a lot when 
it is concentrated on the goozle. It does things to that 
cartilaginous box called the larynx. 


It isn’t phoney and it is exciting. 
boxers appear very, very dumb. 
to make their art exciting. 


The wrestlers play on all the emotions—there is 
laughter, drama, fear, hatred, the lessening of inhibi- 
tions, heroics, suffering and joy at the wrestling matches. 
The play of emotions across the faces of the paying 
guests is better than the show. 


The finest show of last Tuesday evening, when Hewitt was 
“hanging” the Eye-talian, was watching a middle-aged woman, 
nicely dressed, who sat with a small child on her lap and 
screamed “Kill him” at Garibaldi. She thirsted for Hewitt’s 
blood to be spilled and. to watch him in the death throes. Her 
husband, a small, mild-mannered looking man, sat silent as his 
“better half screamed for action. 
have known what thoughts were knocking around in his skull. 
bring him down in defeat. It was perhaps that he was used to 
that voice taking. the-lead. 


Whitey Hewitt has become the arch fiend. It is 

he who causes the feminine hearts to shudder. There 

is some talk of barring his “hangman’s noose” hold. It 

should not be barred. It will do no harm. The spec- 

tacle of a giant gasping in the ropes is the finest spec- 
tacle yet for the wrestling crowds. They can always 

be extricated. 

But when the head is firmly noosed and the villain grabs 
the hero’s feet and begins to hang him—the screams go up 
and all is fast and furious action as the referee rushes to save 
him. . 

I think I know the secret of it. Gino Garibaldi 
who looks like another Londos and who is a better 
wrestler than has been here in some time, was once a 
coal miner. And Hewitt, when he was a kid, worked as 
a brakeman. Hewitt thinks that Garibaldi once loaded 
a coal car so heavy that he, Hewitt, could not brake it.

Methods of Play 


The time factor in the play of a 


hand at Bridge works with inexorable 
precision. Whether the final declara- 
tion is a suit or notrump, the race is 
generally to the swift. Particularly is 
this true when it is a question of 
whether the defending side will be 
able to establish low-card tricks be- 
fore the Declared is able to establish 
his long suit. The result, in this ma- 
neuver for position, based entirely 
upon the time factor, usually deter- 
mines the success or failure of the 
contract. Every player instinctively 
realizes the part played by time in 
the play of the hand. In every deal 
there are thirteen time-units or hours, 
this element of time must be 
used to the best advamtagé if a player 
is to realize the utmost obtainable 
on the cards he holds. Take, for in- 
stance, the following situation: 


South is the Declarer at a contract 
of three notrump. West’s Opening lead 
is the Queen of spades, upon which 
Dummy plays the 5 and East the 4. 
The Declarer wins the trick with the 
Ace and leadg the King, Queen and 
a small club. West refuses to win 
until the third round and then returns 
the Knave of spades. On this East 
plays the 3 and South the 7. West 
leads another spade and drives out 


lish an entry in Dummy, South now 


‘leads the Queen of hearts, which East 


allows to win. The Knave of hearts 
then follows, but again East refuses to 
win the trick. When the heart sult 1s 
continued once more, East is forced to 


win. What should be his line of play? 
He holds the spade 2 and three dia- 
monds and he knows that West has 
an established card in spade.. Should 
he lead that suit, however, South will 
make his contract, as he will discard 
a diamond and West will be forced to 
lead into the major tenace in dia- 
monds at the eleventh trick. East 
should visualize this situation. He 
must know that his partner, if he 
holds the diamond King, will be 
caught in an end-play. If he holds the 
Ace it makes no difference, while if 
he holds neither the Ace nor the King 
the contract cannot be defeated. Ob- 
viously East must lead a diamond. 
The Declarer may go up with the Ace 
and cash the last heart trick, but he 
must then concede the last two tricks 
to West. 

The play is a simple one, but is 
very frequently missed, even by those 
who consider themselves good players.
